NATURE TALK AND WALK 
Schoolchildren And Parents 
Are Thoroughly Terwilligered

It’s a rare creature, less com­ 
mon than a condor or a whoop­ 
ing crane — a plump, land- 
borne being with a round face 
and a nonstop chirping call. 


It’s a red-capped Terwilliger, 
found in woods, beaches and 
waterways of Marin County, 
generally with a flock of human 
beings in close pursuit. 
Such a scene occurred Satur­ 
day, when Elizabeth Terwilli­ 
ger of Mill Valley descended on 
John MacPhail School in Santa 
Venetia for one of her celebrat­ 
ed nature walks. 
About 150 persons turned out, 
more than two-thirds of them 
supercharged, 
grade-school 
children tended by smiling par­ 
ents. 
Mrs. Terwilliger, a tiny red 
knit cap sitting on her head, 
trundled into a classroom with 
a bewildering array of stuffed 
animals and props and began 
her rapid-fire 45-minute lecture. 
She covered poisonous plants, 
snakes, rodents and birds, her 
animated delivery keeping the 
audience wide-eyed. 
When the talk came to “ Mr. 
Gopher,” she made a squinty, 
toothy gopher’s face. When 
owls were the topic, she had the 
youngsters hooting loudly for 
the male owl, softly for the 
female owl. 
One after another, examples 
and anecdotes tumbled out. She 
had four different stuffed wood­ 
peckers, 
and four matching 
tree trunks showing the differ­ 
ent types of holes woodpeckers 
drill. 
“ Hold out your hand,” she 
said, and a hundred hands 
thrust out. “ Round off the fin­ 
gers, round them, round them,” 
she said, making a rounding

motion with her other hand. 
“ Now color them red,” she 
said, waving her other hand 
like a brush. “ That’s poison 
oak. We don’t want to go near 
that, do we?” 
Along the way, she slipped in 
a plug for the Audubon Society, 
of which she is a member, and 
dropped a few hints about pre­ 
serving the environment — in­ 
cluding showing a stuffed bird 
with an eight-ringed plastic 
beer can holder still wedged 
around its neck. 
She carefully explained her 
collection of two dozen or so 
stuffed creatures — including 
two fawns — was gathered be­ 
cause people contacted her 
when they found a dead animal, 
not because she killed any her­ 
self. 
On the whole, the youngsters 
loved it, cheerfully screeching 
and flapping and hooting when­ 
ever they were asked. At least

balked, however, at the idea of 
being a female Monarch butter­ 
fly. “ I ain’t no lady,” he said. 
“ I ain’t laying no eggs.” 
After the lecture, “ Mrs. T” 
bounced out into the parking 
lot. ignoring the gray sky and 
the sharp wind, searching the 
muddy ground for telltale signs. 
The crowd streamed after this 
modern-day Pied Piper — ex­ 
cept for the one boy on roller 
skates, who had some problems 
getting around.

Suddenly, a discovery! A hole 
in the ground.

Unidentified Animal 
Thought To Be Rabid 


A Marinwood man is under­ 
going the painful series of antir­ 
abies innoculations after being 
bitten by an unidentified ani­ 
mal, Dr. Carolyn B. Albrecht, 
Marin County health officer, 
said today. 


She said the man was out 
walking his poodle after dark 
about a week ago when an 
animal attacked the dog. When 
toe owner went to the rescue of 
the poodle, he was bitten, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Albrecht. 


The animal then escaped, 
jumping a six-foot fence, the 
man said. He described it as 
“ bigger than a large dog,” ac­ 
cording to Dr. Albrecht. 
Dr. Albrecht said her office 
had tested a bobcat last year 
for rabies and that there “ re­ 


portedly are mountain lions” in 
Marin. 
She also said that “ two or 
three” persons in Marin last 
year underwent antirabies 
shots after being bitten by ani­ 
mals. 
The doctor cautioned Marin 
residents to report any animal 
bites to her office. Sometimes 
an animal that has fled is found 
later, she said, and can be 
tested for rabies. 
Further, she said “ the single 
most important factor in ani­ 
mal bites is to identify the, 
animal.” People who are bitten 
by dogs should make every 
attempt to get the owner’s 
name and address and the li­ 
cense number of the dog, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Albrecht.

Bridge Posts Pushing World Toward War

The new president of the 
Golden Gate Bridge District 
has named Marin representa­ 
tives as chairmen of two of the 
district’s six standing commit­ 
tees and removed the board’s 
two labor officials from a com­ 
mittee dealing with labor rela­ 
tions. 
President Edwin M. Fraser of 
Del Norte County also vowed he 
will remove from committees 
any members who fail to attend 
meetings regularly. 
Marin County supervisor Pe­ 
ter R. Arrigoni Jr. was made 
chairman of the insurance com­ 
mittee, a position held for many 
years by directors who are in 
the insurance business. Arri­ 
goni is a stockbroker and bar 
owner. He replaces Dean N. 
Meyer of Mill Valley, who no 
longer serves on the district 
board. 
Named chairman of the rules, 
policy and industrial relations 
committee, which handles is­ 
sues of key interest to labor, 
was San Rafael Mayer C. Paul 
Bettini. Directors Daniel F. Del 
Carlo, secretary-treasurer of 
the San Francisco Building 
Trades Council, and Lawrence 
Mazzola, business representa­ 
tive for Plumbers Local Union 
No. 38 in San Francisco, were 
removed from the committee. 
Fraser said he removed Del 
Carlo and Mazzola because be 
feared the state’s new conflict 
of interest law (Proposition 9 on 
last June's ballot) could lead to 
a challenge that would remove 
them from the bridge board as 
well as the committee. Fraser 
said he had not discussed his 
decision with either man, but 
noted he had talked with other 
directors about their prefer­ 
ences for committee assign­ 
ments. 
Del Carlo told the Independ- 
ent-Joumal he was “ not very 
happy about it," but that he 
will attend the committee’s 
meetings anyway. Mazzola 
could not be reached. 
Other district officials pri­ 
vately predicted organized la­ 
bor will launch a strong protest 
to Fraser’s action against Del 
Carlo and Mazzola. Labor tradi­ 
tionally has been represented 
on district committees which 
deal with issues of interest to it. 
Del Carlo said that because of 
his membership on the commit­ 
tee he had been “ instrumental 
in preventing a number of 
strikes.” 
Del Carlo retained his chair­ 
manship of the building and 
operating committee, while 
Mazzola lost his position as vice 
chairman of the transportation 
committee. He was replaced by 
the past president of the board, 
Stephen C. Loenoudakis of San 
Francisco. 


New Quentin 
Prison Plan 


A plan to house only the 
state’s toughest inmates at San 
Quentin is being considered by 
officials of the state Depart­ 
ment of Corrections and the 
prison. 
A high-level meeting was held 
at the prison today to evaluate 
the plan, said prison informa­ 
tion officer William D. Nyberg. 
If the plan is put into action, 
San Quentin’s population, which 
now hovers around 2,700, would 
be reduced to 2,000. 
Except for about 600 honor 
workers, the rest of the inmates 
will be prisoners who have 
“ demonstrated violent behav­ 
ior,” said Nyberg. 
Numerous meetings involving 
department of corrections offi­ 
cials have been held in the past 
two weeks on similar plans, 
said Nyberg. 
Also under consideration is 
closing almost all of the prison 
industries. 
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Chinese Leader Hostile 
In Remarks On Kremlin 


HONG KONG (UPI) — Chinese Premier Chou 


En-lai, newly confirmed in his powerful position, 
warned in a speech released today that a new 
world war is in the making. 


The 76-year old Chou spoke to 
“ “ 
the just concluded National 
People’s Congress which adopt­ 
ed a new constitution naming 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung as 
commander in chief of the 
armed forces and abolishing 
the post of head of state. It was 
the first NPC in 10 years. 
Although Chou’s 3,300-word 
report was delivered Jan. 13, 
the first day of the five-day 
NPC meeting, it was released 
only today by the New China 
News Agency. Nearly half of it 


was devoted to international 
affairs. 
“ The contention for world he­ 
gemony between the two super­ 
powers, the United States and 
the Soviet Union, is becoming 
more and more intense,” Chou 
said. 
“ Their contention has extend­ 
ed to every corner of the world, 
the focus of their contention 
being Europe. 
“The two superpowers are 
the biggest international op­ 


pressors and exploiters today, 
and they are the source of a 
new world war. Their fierce 
competition is bound to lead to 
world war some day.” 
Chou advised that “ the people 
of all countries must get pre­ 
pared” for the eventual new 
world war. 
“ In this world, at present,” 
Chou said, “ the factors for both 
revolution and war are increas­ 
ing. Whether war gives rise to 
revolution or revolution pre­ 
vents war, in either case the 
international situation will de­ 
velop in a direction favorable to 
the people and the future of the 
world.” 
Chou reiterated the frequent­ 
ly repeated Chinese position 
that China “ will never seek 
hegemony; we will never be a 
superpower; 
we will always 
stand with the oppressed people 
and oppressed nations through- 


Ford Plans News Session 
To Explain His Programs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Fashioning the details of his 
economic-energy package, 
President Ford today prepared 
a proclamation to tighten oil 
imports and promised a news 
conference tomorrow to further 
explain these measures. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said Ford’s news conference — 
the first of 1975 — will begin at 
5 p.m. PST in the auditorium of 
the Old Executive Office Build­ 
ing. It will be televised nation­ 
ally. 
Nessen said Ford will issue a 
proclamation later this week to 
raise the fee on all imported 
crude oil and petroleum proucts 
$1 per barrel on Feb. 1; $2 per 
barrel on March 1, and $3 per 
barrel on April 1. 
By the end of January, he 
said, Ford also will have sub­ 
mitted to Congress his legisla­ 
tive proposals for slapping a $2 
a barrel excise tax on all do­ 
mestic and imported crude oil. 
He also will urge Congress to 
pass an investment tax credit 
for business which would be 
retroactive to Jan. 1. 
Sources originally said that 
Ford was preparing another 
proclamation dealing in some 
way with the investment tax 
credit. Such action, however, 


cannot be carried out by presi­ 
dential action alone. 
Ford discussed these and oth­ 
er measures in the White House 
today with Budget Director Roy 
Ash, Chairman Alan Greenspan 
of the Council of Economic 
Advisers and L. Willman Seid- 
man, presidential assistant for 
economic affairs. 


Treasury Secretary William 
Simon did not go to the White 
House session and aides ex­ 
plained he had another meet­ 
ing. 


Ford also was to meet with 
his nuclear and atomic experts 
to discuss the details of his 
energy conservation program. 


out the world.” 
The historic new constituion 
adopted by the Congress last 
night formalizes the virtually 
absolute power of Chairman 
Mao, now 81. It named him 
commander in chief of the 
armed forces and designated 
the NPC as the “ highest organ 
of state power, under the lead­ 
ership of the Communist par­ 
ty.” 
Despite Chou’s accusation 
that the United States and the 
Soviet Union are the two great­ 
est threats to peace in the 
world, he reserved a few hope­ 
ful words about the developing 
Sino-American relationship. 
Chou stressed that fundamen­ 
tal differences continue to exist 
between the United States and 
China. But he took note of the 
efforts that have been made so 
far to achieve closer coopera­ 
tion and understanding. 
“Owing to the joint efforts of 
both sides,” Chou said, “ the 
relations between the two coun­ 
tries have improved . . . The 
relations between the two coun­ 
tries will continue to improve 
so long as the principles of the 
Sino-American Shanghai Com­ 
munique (signed at the end of 
President Richard M. Nixon’s 
visit to China in 1972) are car­ 
ried out in earnest.” 
Chou’s comments about the 
Soviet Union were far more 
hostile. He accused the Russian 
leaders of having “ betrayed 
Marxism-Leninism” and said 
China’s debate with the Soviet 
Union “on matters of principle 
will go on for a long time.”

Demo Caucus Votes To Create 
Panel To Probe CIA And FBI 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Over 
the objections of Sen. John C. 
Stennis, the Senate Democratic 
Caucus today voted to create a 
select committee to investigate 
the CIA, FBI and other intellig­ 
ence-gathering agencies. 


Sen. John Pastore, D-R.I., 
announced the caucus decided 
by a vote of 45-7 to create a 
select investigating committee 
similar to the Watergate com­ 
mittee and composed of seven 
to 11 members. It is supposed 
to issue its report by Sept. 1. 
The full Senate must approve 
such a committee, but approval 
seemed assured because of the 


Wallace Presidential 
Bid Appears Likely 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPD 
— Gov. George Wallace, prim­ 
ing for another probable presi­ 
dential campaign, became Ala­ 
bam a’s 
first 
three-term 
governor today and promised to 
work for a better life for every­ 
one and to speak out “ promptly 
and forcefully” on national af­ 
fairs. 
Wallace said in his prepared 
inaugural remarks that “ many 
things have changed” since he 
first took office in 1963 on a vow 
of “ segregation forever.” He 
said a spirit of unity that had 
developed over the last 12 years 
was “one of the great advances 
of this period.” 
The 55-year-old Wallace, par­ 
alyzed from the waist down 
from an attempt on his life in 
the 1972 presidential campaign, 
said he was not content to dwell 
on the past but anxious to 
tackle the future. 
“ Our citizens have been sub­ 
jected to many difficult and 
trying experiences,” Wallace 
said, “ but, as is usually the 
case, adversity has made us a 
more dedicated and unified peo­ 
ple.” 


Wallace, who tried to block 
school integration in the early 
1960’s, said that in all segments 
of Alabama from the factory 
worker, school child, legislative 
and executive branch “ we find 
a unity of effort and purpose 
which can only be to the benefit 
of this state and her people.” 
He has appointed a black, 
Birmingham weekly newspaper 
publisher Jesse Lewis, to his 
cabinet, making him the first 
Alabama governor this century 
to place a black in a high 
governmental 
position. 
He 
plans to name another black as 
an administrative assistant. 
Wallace said he will continue 
to be involved in national af­ 
fairs and promised to “ speak 
out promptly and forcefully on 
those things I feel important to 
America and to Alabama in 
particular. 
“ I will continue my interest 
in all things related to the 
welfare if this state and this 
nation,” Wallace said, “ and 
will not hesitate to speak out 
when and where necessary. To 
do less would be a dereliction of 
my duties.” 


Democratic majority. 
Stennis, D-Miss., whose Sen­ 
ate Armed Services Committee 
has oversight responsibilities 
for the Central Intelligence 
Agency, opposed the creation of 
a select committee. 
Earlier in the morning, his 
impassioned voice could be 
heard booming from behind the 
closed doors of the Senate Dem­ 
ocratic Caucus, pleading that 
the CIA should be protected. 
“I think the present opera­ 
tions of the CIA have been 
impaired and I hope to see it 
restored as soon as possible,” 
Stennis said at a news confer­ 
ence after the 2-Vz hour caucus 
meeting. 
According to the decision of 
the caucus, Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield and Sen­ 
ate Republican leader Hugh 
Scott will select members for 
the committee and forward 
them to the president pro tem­ 
pore of the Senate who will 
announce the final appoint­ 
ments. 
Pastore said, 
“ We want something new, 
something fresh, so the public 
will have the appearance of 
objectivity,” Pastore said. “Ob­ 
jectivity is essential.” 
President Ford’s eight-mem­ 
ber investigating commission, 
headed by Vice President Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller, meanwhile 
held its second private session 
into the allegations — including 
two hours of scheduled testimo­ 
ny by former CIA director 
Richard Helms. 
Stennis appeared to be warn­ 
ing the caucus of the dangers 
which could threaten the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency if a 
select committee were created 
for a two-year period as pro­ 
posed by Sen. Charles Mathias, 
R-Md., with the backing of Sen­ 
ate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield. 
Stennis described the CIA as 
a highly developed and efficient 
intelligence gathering agency 
vital to U.S. security. 
It was not clear, however, 


whether Stennis was arguing 
against the creation of a select 
committee and Capitol Hill po­ 
lice quickly ordered newsmen 
to move away from the door to 
the room where Stennis was 
speaking. 


Stennis held hearings last 
week before the intelligence 
subcommittee of the Senate Ap­ 
propriation Committee during 
which CIA Director William E. 
Colby detailed domestic intel­ 
ligence activities of the CIA. 
Prior to hearing from Helms, 
the Rockefeller commission 
also called former CIA Director 
John 
McCone and Patrick 
Coyne, former executive secre­ 
tary of the President’s foreign 
intelligence advisory hoard and 
one-time aide to Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger. 
There was no official expla­ 
nation for Coyne’s appearance.

Yesterd ay Energy Ad minis­ 
trato r Frank Zarb said Fo rd ’s 
new energy p ro p o sals may u lti­ 
mately d riv e th e p rice of gaso ­ 
line u p h igh er th an th e ex tra 10 
cents a gallon p rev io u sly d is­

Th e Klan recip ro cated th is 
weekend by taking Miller in 
and making h im a kleagle, o r 
local lead er, meaning h e can 
sign new members of th e h ood ­ 
ed fraternity . 
Miller d enies th at KKK offi­ 
cials h ad new members rath er 
th an tex tbo o ks on th eir mind s 
d u ring th e weekend v isit. 
Yet. th e fo rmer coal miner 
talked of an intense d riv e in 
membersh ip “to u nify th e citi­ 


zens of Kanawh a Co u nty ,” h op ­ 
ing to wield su fficient p ressu re 
on th e legislatu re, th e go v erno r, 
and th e Bo ard of Ed u catio n to 
remo v e 325 co ntro v ersial tex t­ 
books. 


“One h ell of a Commu nist 
bo o k,” a Lod i, Oh io Wansman 
said d u ring th e gath ering in 
Miller’s h ome. 
“You h ear th at?” Miller said . 
“Th at man s sto mach is abou t 
to tu rn ov er. We’re read ing 
th ese books righ t now, abo u t 35 
of th e best ones, I mean th e 
best of th e wh ole grou p , th at I 
cou ld co nfiscate, steal, rob and 
get with ou t someone co ming at 
me.” 
Miller say s th e KKK h as 
p led ged legal serv ices th ro u gh 
its battery of “h igh caliber 
lawy ers” to d efend Rev . Mar­ 
v in Horan and fiv e o th er Camp ­ 
bells Creek resid ents accu sed of 
bo mbing 
two 
el e me nt a r y 
sch ools last fall. 


Reusch, a Lodi auto worker

U.S. Center 
Riot Halted 
By Makarios 


NICOSIA (UPD - President 
Archbishop Makarios today 
waded into one the worst anti- 
American riots since Ambassa­ 
dor Rodger Dav ies was shot 
and killed last summer and 
persuaded a crowd of brick- 
throwing 
demonstrators to 
leav e before they could storm a 
building housing American dip­ 
lomatic offices. 
“ Your v oice is that of people 
who hav e been wronged,” Mak­ 
arios told the crowd. “ But I beg 
of y ou not to commit acts of 
v iolence.” 
Thousands of rock-throwing 
demonstrators had pushed back 
riot police and national guard 
troops and stormed into the 
courty ard of the American Cen­ 
ter. 
The crowd, mostly students 
protesting alleged American 
pro-Turkish policies, tore down 
barbed wire barricades, rushed 
through smoke from dozens of 
tear gas grenades and forced 
security forces back with a hail 
of bricks. 
They swarmed into the court­ 
y ard of the two-story building, 
tore down railings, smashed a 
showcase, 
pulled down an 
American flag and hoisted a 
Greek flag in its place. 
Helmeted 
national guard 
troops fired automatic rifles 
ov er their heads, and a fire 
engine hosed them with water. 
The rioters picked up tear 
gas cannisters and threw them 
back at police. 
Makarios led most of the

LONDON (XJPD - The 19th 
centu ry dream of bu ilding an 
u ndersea tu nnel between Brit­ 
ain and continental Eu rope ap ­ 
p ears to be a v ictim of 20th 
centu ry inflation. 


Gov ernment sou rces said 
they ex pect Env ironment Min­ 
ister Anthony Crosland to an­ 
nou nce in Parliament today 
that Britain is pu lling ou t of a 
$2.4 billion project with France 
to bu ild the 32-mile “chu nnel” 
u nder the Eng lish channel. 
The sou rces said the cabinet 
decided Thu rsday to withdraw 
from the project becau se of 
sharply increased costs at a 
time when the British economy 
is flou ndering . 


Adv ance reports of the Bri­ 
tish decision already prompted 
harsh reaction from French 
g ov ernment officials who had 
cou nted on the project to stimu ­ 
late France’s depressed north­ 
west coastal reg ion. 


French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing discu ssed Bri­ 
tish intentions with sev eral of 
his ministers in Paris Satu rday . 


Yesterday , Foreig n Minister 
Michel Sau v ernarg u es said 
Britain wou ld hav e to pay con­ 
stru ction firms for breaking 
contracts if it pu lls ou t u nilater­ 
ally from the project. 


Total comp ensation wou ld 
amou nt to arou nd $120 million, 
according to u nofficial esti­ 
mates. 


A British withdrawal was fo­ 
reshadowed in Nov ember when 
the g ov ernment scrapped plans 
for a hig h-speed rail link be­ 
tween London and the tu nnel 
entrance. The cost had tripled 
to $895 million in ju st ov er a 
y ear.

Liddy Promis es Judge 
He#ll Surrender Self

WASHINGTON (UPI) - G. 
Gordon Liddy , who has re­ 
ceiv ed the stiffest sentences of 
any Waterg ate defendant, told 
Chief U.S. 
D istrict Ju dg e 
Georg e L. Hart today that he 
will su rrender Wednesday at 
the federal prison in Danbu ry , 
Conn. 


In a brief cou rtroom ap p ear­ 
ance, Liddy offered his person­ 
al g u arantee that he wou ld su b­ 
mit 
himself to serv e the 
remainder of a term of six 
y ears and eig ht months to 20 
y ears for masterminding the 
1972 Waterg ate break-in. 
The Su preme Cou rt last week 
tu rned down Liddy ’s appeal. 
Liddy , a former FBI ag ent 
who was finance cou nsel for 
President Richard M. Nix on’s 
1972 re-election committee, has 
been sentenced to prison for at 
least three sep arate Water­ 
g ate-related offenses. 
U.S. District Ju dg e John J. 
Sirica sentenced him to u p to 20 
y ears for the Waterg ate break- 
in. Then, when Liddy refu sed to 
testify before the g rand ju ry , 
Sirica also sentenced him to 
serv e 18 months for contempt of 
cou rt. 
Last Ju ly , Liddy was sen­ 
tenced to serv e one to three 
y ears for his p art in the 1971 
break-in at the office of a psy ­ 


chiatrist who treated Pentag on 
p ap ers defendant Daniel Ells- 
berg . 


Liddy ’s contemp t sentence 
ended last September. He was 
released Oct. 15, pending the 
ou tcome of his appeal, so he 
actu ally has serv ed only abou t 
one month for the Waterg ate 
break-in. 
His total time of 21 months in 
prison is by far the long est of 
any Waterg ate defendant. 
In 
another dev elop ment, 
former White Hou se domestic 
affairs chief John D. Ehrtich- 
man charg ed that the prosecu ­ 
tion in the recent Waterg ate 
cov er-u p trial failed to show 
that the had consented to the 
taping of White Hou se conv er­ 
sations that were presented in 
the ev idence. 
Ehrlichman, one of fou r Nix ­ 
on aides fou nd g u ilty of conspir­ 
acy in that trial, filed an addi­ 
tional two-pag e motion for a 
new trial.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPD - 
Thomas Hart Benton painted 
for the common American, the 
critics be damned. The nation 
mourned his death today. 
Benton, 85, collapsed at his 
home last night. He was rushed 
to Menorah Medical Center 
where he was pronounced dead. 
The cause of death was not 
immediately determined. 
His many murals and paint­ 
ings show homespun scenes 
from everyday life in strong 
swift line and bright colors. He 
painted farmers in the field, 
hillbillies fiddling and drinking 
and black sharecroppers pick­ 
ing cotton. 
Benton’s paintings always 
carried an earthy tone. One 
which hangs in the Missouri 
capitol in Jefferson City depicts 
so much of the seamier side of 
his native state’s history it 
touched off controversy which 
raged for years. Another mu­ 
ral, painted for the Indiana 
statehouse, touched off a furor 
because it depicted the rise of 
the Ku Mux Man. 
Benton’s answer to the critics 
was that “these incidents are a 
part of the whole history of the 
state and should be included. 
You’ve got to take the warts 
with the good stuff.’’ 
Among his close friends was 
the late President Harry S Tru­ 
man, who once called him “the 
best damned artist in Ameri­ 
ca.” Shortly before Truman’s 
death in 1972, Benton completed 
a portrait of the former presi­ 
dent. 
He also painted the huge mu­ 
ral; “ Independence and the 
Opening of the West,” that 
hangs in the Harry Truman 
library in Independence, Mo. 
His last major work was a 
mural commemorating the cen­ 
tennial of the southwest Mis­ 
souri town of Joplin where he 
spent his youth. He had earlier 
vowed he was through with 
painting murals, but he relent­ 
ed and promised Joplin’s city 
officials to “do one more.” 
The mural was unveiled in 
Joplin’s municipal building in 
March, 1973. It depicts mining 
scenes from an era in which 
Benton served, as a teen-ager, 
with a survey crew. 
Benton was born in Neosho, 
20 miles south of Joplin, on 
April 15, 1889, and went to 
Joplin to live when he was 17, 
where he obtained his first job 
as a cartoonist for the Joplin 
American. 
He was named after Mis­ 
souri’s first U.S. senator, who 
was a great uncle. His father, 
Maecenas E. Benton, served in 
the Confederate Army and was 
later elected to the House of 
Representatives. 
At 19, Benton went to Chica­ 
go, where he studied at the Art 
Institute, then to Paris. He 
went to New York in 1912, 
struggling to survive by paint­ 
ing stage scenery for a then- 
thriving motion picture busi­ 
ness in Fort Lee, N.J.

The next 20 years were the 
most experimental of the art­ 
ist's life as he dabbled in ab­ 
straction and then developed 
the bold and realistic style for 
which was to become famous. 
He latter rejected abstraction­ 
ist paintings as “ artistic decad­ 
ence.” 
Along with Grant Wood and 
John Stuart Curry, Benton 
painted primarily the Midwest 
in the 1930s and all three came 
to be known as practitioners of 
“ regionalism.” 
Though he considered himself 
a Socialist in the 1920s, with the 
coming of the Great Depression 
he objected to radical politics 
which insisted that art should 
be subjugated to propaganda. 
In 1935, he became dissatified 
with cities and with the East 
and moved to Missouri. From 
the middle 1940s until his death, 
Benton divided his years be­ 
tween homes in Kansas City 
and Martha's Vineyard, Mass. 
painting and writing each day 
with the rise of the sun. In his 
later years, he reduced his vol­ 
ume of paintings. 
Benton’s wife, the former 
Rita Piacenza, whom he mar­ 
ried in 1923, served as his 
business agent. The couple had 
two children, a son, TTiomas, 
and a daughter, Jessie.

Belief In Santa Claus Is Hard To Dispel 


When we are little, we be­ 
lieve in Santa Gaus. It never 
occurs to us that someone has 
to pay for those good things 
found in the stocking or under 
the tree on Christmas morning. 
They are brought by a good 
saint who lives at the North 
Pole, our parents tell us. 
Some parents object to this. 
They think children should not 
be led to believe in an unreal 
gift-giver. But most parents 
encourage their little ones to 
believe in Santa Gaus. “ They’ll 
find out soon enough that there 
iS no Santa Claus,” they say. 
A lot of us, it seems, never 
find out. 


TAKE, FOR INSTANCE, Ma­ 
rin Community College Dis­ 
trict. 
Over a decade ago, College of 
Marin faced the fact that en­ 
rollment was outstripping its 
facilities. The district’s trustees 
moved to meet the financial 
need in the most painless way 
possible. Instead of expensive 
hond issues, they proposed that 
Tesidents authorize a special 


Jfo ò ep zn ò en t-^o u mal 
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tax for capital improvements 
only, which would be used for 
new facilities at Kentfield and 
to establish a second campus in 
North Marin, on a pay-as-you- 
go basis. 
Voters approved the idea, 
taxing themselves to provide 
for college expansion by what 
appeared to be the most eco­ 
nomical method. 
The trustees then hired archi­ 
tects to plan what was needed 
at Kentfield and the second 
campus. The architects got 
somewhat carried away, and 
carried the trustees away with 
them. 
And, to complicate 
things, inflation kept adding to 
the projected costs — although 
that inflation was at a rate 
which in retrospect appears 
very mild.

'Buses Only' Lane 
Merely Creates Bottleneck 
<* * 
No matter how well intentioned. the 
“ permit buses only” lane between Green- 
brae and Richardson Bay Bridge has 
only succeeded in creating an intolerable 
bottleneck for most traffic during com­ 
mute hours 
Instead of speeding up commute buses, 
this plan is merely congesting auto, truck 
and local bus traffic in this area from a 
normal high speed flow in four lanes to a 
sometimes bumper-to-bumper situation 
in three lanes. 
This is easily proven by observing the 
traffic flow increase to speed-limit levels 
for all vehicles at the end of the south­ 
bound restricted lane where four lanes 
are available 
The present plan benefits a mere hand­ 
ful of Marin commuters, i.e. those on 
express buses from San Rafael, north. 
Buses serving bus stops between Green- 
brae and Mill Valley are stuck with the 
rest of the congested traffic in outside

3. Many citizens are not aware of the 
fact that the Mill Valley Parks and 
Recreation 
Department established a 
“ community garden” project (due to, at 
the time, public interest) which was 
initiated but physical particiation faded. 
4. Upon the city’s acquisition of the 
Edgewood Botanical Garden, volunteers 
were organized to supervise high school 
students in what could be termed a 
“ work and learn” situation, whereby 
students selected a specific science class 
which offered them the opportunity to 
spend several hours per week working 
under supervision and guidance in plant 
identification, weeding, cultivating, wa­ 
tering, etc. . . .

Vietnam during the co ming y ear. Co n­ 
gress cut this to (700 millio n. Meanwhile, 
the Russians and Chinese co ntinue to 
pro v ide military aid to No rth Vietnam at 
ro ughly the lev el which the administra­ 
tio n had intended to pro v ide fo r So uth 
Vietnam. This means that the enemies o f 
the Saigon government can afford to 
spend ammunitio n freely, kno wing that 
they hav e the adv antage in weapo ns. And 
they will co ntinue to hav e the adv antage 
so long as Co ngress puts an arbitrary

o n weapo ns fo r So uth Vietnam. 


WORSE THAN THIS immediate disad­

prived of bargaining power. He cannot go 
to the Russians and the Chinese and offer 
to limit what we provide to Saigon if they 
will put a corresponding limit on what 
they give to Hanoi. Had he such bargain­ 
ing power, he could do for Southeast Asia 
what he is able to do over in the Middle 
East. 
Dr. Kissinger has substantial bargain­ 
ing po wer o v er the Middle East because 
Congress is ready to provide any amount 
of arms for Israel. Dr. Kissinger can talk 
business in Moscow because he can 
promise to restrain Congress on arms to 
Israel if they will put “ reasonable” limits 
on what they provide to Israel’s enemies. 
There has always been some balance in 
respective arms deliveries to the two 
sides in the Middle East. 
But an arbitrary limit fixed by Con­ 
gress on arms to Saigon will ultimately 
doom the cause of anti-communism in 
South Vietnam. Peking and Moscow only 
need to provide just a little more than 
Congress’s limit — and their client soon­ 
er or later wins.

on Americans to sustain the anti-Commu- 
nist cause in South Vietnam. There never 
was a contractural obligation, no matter 
how much Lyndon Johnson used to say to 
the contrary But there did evolve over 
the years a moral commitment to those 
who decided to make a fight for it in 
Vietnam in the expectation of Ameriban 
support. 


I HAVE ALWAYS believed that a 
serious mistake was made immediately 
after World War II when Washington 
rejected the request for aid from Ho Chi 
Minh. Instead, it decided to back the 
effort of the French to reclaim their lost 
colonial position in Vietnam. A great 
river of human tragedy has flowed from 
that decision. 


However, no one can go back and play 
that decision the other way. For better or 
worse. Ho Chi Minh’s hand was refused, 
the French were backed in their eventual 
failure at Dien Bien Phu, and this is 1975, 
not 1946. 


There are some 20 million persons in 
South Vietnam, most of whom have 
proved by their actions that they prefer 
to live under a non-Communist govern­ 
ment than be taken over by the govern-

ment in Hanoi. They have kept up a 
struggle against the Communists for the 
entire lifetime of most of them. They 
have done so in the expectation of 
American support. 
No one in his right mind would dream 
of sending American armed forces back 
into Vietnam. That was a disastrous 
mistake from the opening moment (when 
John F. Kennedy was president). But the 
reasons which exclude direct American 
military intervention do not necessarily 
work against matching the amount of 
military aid which goes to the other side 
in Vietnam. 
If Dr. Kissinger were given a discre­ 
tionary military budget, he could propose 
to Peking and Moscow a mutual limit on 
arms aid to the respective sides. Unless 
and until he has a discretionary budget in 
his control, his hands are tied. He has no 
bargaining power. 
Congress could give Dr. Kissinger 
room for maneuver in this matter by 
letting him decide how much of Ameri­ 
can weapons should go to Saigon at any 
given tune. It would be the honorable 
course of action. It might also be the 
cheapest.

His youth 
gives him the stamina, and he shows 
every sign of perhaps being the hardest 
working governor the state has seen. 
Being an energetic skeptic, he is dig­ 
ging into problems in depth. He is 
demonstrating a firmness in making hi* 
own decisions. Who knows? The old 
capitol may still be standing when Jerry 
leaves office at the end of his term or 
terms.

PARIS (UPD — Three Arab 
gunmen landed in Iraq aboard 
an Air France jetliner for re­ 
fueling en route to a still un­ 
known destination today after 
France let them go in ex change 
for 10 French hostages they 
held for 17 hours at besieged 
Orly airfield. 
Security forces surrounded 
the Paris airport after the three 
failed in an attempt to blow up 
an El A1 jetliner carry ing 220 
passengers and crew and a 
shootout in which 18 persons 
were wounded. 
An Air France spokesman 
said its Boeing 707 named Cha­ 
teau de Compiegne, manned by 
an all-v olunteer crew, touched 
down in Baghdad at 4 p.m.

The Iraqi News Agency said 
Baghdad airport authorities re­ 
fueled the plane and “ it will 
continue its flight to an un­ 
known destination on the de­ 
mand of the armed men who 
insisted on continuing their 
journey .”

The siege began y esterday 
afternoon when French police 
thwarted an attempt by the 
gunmen to toss grenades from 
the Orly v isitors’ observ ation 
platform at an El A1 Boeing 747 
with 220 passengers and crew 
tax iing to take off for Tel Av iv . 
The assailants then tossed 
grenades and fired pistols as 
they fought their way through 
p anick y trav elers and v isitors 
to lock themselv es up in the 
restroom with the 10 hostages.

WASHINGTON, D C. - Most 
consum ers d on’t know how 
much they are ind ebted to other 
consumers who work in their 
behalf — and save them money. 
These unpaid workers price- 
check the supermarkets, warn 
of consumer d eceptions they 
find , and mobolize in support of 
consumer protection legislation. 
They are members of grass­ 
roots consumer organizations, 
of which there are some 70 or 
more across the United States. 
These groups operate ind epend ­ 
ently, as a rule, each respond ­ 
ing to the need s of its own 
locality or state. 
But the point is, they operate 
“where it’s at.” The Virginia 
Citizens’ Counsumer Council, 
Inc. (VCCO, for instance, has a 
price patrol in the supermar­ 
kets. When members d iscov­ 
ered ground 
m eat labeled 
“lean” that appeared to have a 


generous fat content, they reg­ 
istered a protest. 


THIS EVENTUALLY result­ 
ed in a relabeling that more 
accurately d escribed the con­ 
sistency of the prod uct. A small 
thing, perhaps, but it proved 
the effectiveness of an organ­ 
ized consumer appeal. 
The VCCC also was among 
the first to report that although 
the rise in the price 
of soft 
d rinks was attributed by pro­ 
d ucers to the higher price of 
sugar, sugar-free sod as went up 
as much as the others. 
On the other sid e of the coun­ 
try, another pioneer group, 
called the Oregon Consumer 
League, has mad e head way in 
the field of legislation. 
“When we first started ,” re­ 
ports Jan Rathe, executive sec­ 
retary, “Oregon d id not even 
have any anti-fraud law s.” 
Since then Oregon has passed 
one consumer bill after anoth­ 
er.

proved an omnibus consumer 
bill two years ago, it was hailed 
as “the year of the consumer” 
in that state. 


A CONSUMER LOBBYIST 
cannot, of course, force the 
passage of legislation. But he or 
she can make certain that legis­ 
lators und erstand the bill be­ 
cause, as Mrs. Rathe points 
out, “they will not vote for it 
until they d o. So our job is one 
of ed ucation.” 


Her job, she says, also calls 
for contact with business. 
“Even though our views may 
conflict, the only way to get 
reform is to work with busi­ 
ness, as I see it,” Mrs. Rathe 
says. “We must work together 
to try to solve our problems.” 
Although the grass-roots con­ 
sumer groups are usually com­ 
posed of volunteers, they are 
not 
necessarily 
am ateurs. 
There are many professionals 
in their ranks — lawyers, econ­ 
omists, accountants, artists and 
other specialists who contribute 
their services to the cause. 


THE VIRGINIA COUNCIL, 
for one, had politically knowl­ 
ed geable people, among its 
found ers, recalls Lynn Jord an, 
a past presid ent. 


There is a d efinite contrast 
between some of the old er com­ 
paratively conservative groups 
and some of the more aggres­ 
sive and impatient newcomers 
to the scene, such as the three- 
year-old San Francisco Con­ 
sumer Action (SFCA). 
In an expose, called “ Break 
the Banks! A Shopper’s Guid e 
to Banking Services,” the SFCA 
took off after the city’s banks. 
It mad e head lines, but end ed in 
the loss of found ation grants on 
which the organization d epend ­ 
ed for support. 
But it is d oubtful, accord ing 
to Kay Patchner, executive d i­ 
rector, if she and her associates 
would 
have 
pulled 
the ir 
punches even had they been 
aware that high bank officials 
were on the board s of these 
found ations. 


THE GROUP promptly con­ 
d ucted a d oor-to-d oor d rive for 
fund s and set off on new expos­ 
es — the latest an attack on the 
California Department of Con­ 
sumer Affairs for “ failing to 
carry out its mand ate of con­ 
sumer protection.”

WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
Su preme Cou rt tod ay refu sed to 
interfere with a California cou rt 
d ecision hold ing cities liable for 
the red u ced v alu e of resid ential 
property arou nd mu nicipal air­ 
ports and forcing them to pay 
homeowners d amages. 
The ju stices d eclined to hear 
an appeal brou ght by Los Ange­ 
les of a state cou rt award of 
$650,000 to 520 property owners 
arou nd Los Angeles Interna­ 
tional Airport. 
Los Angeles had argu ed that 
the fed eral gov ernment had 


pre-empted the power of local 
mu nicipalities to regu late air 
trav el at city -owned airports It 
said the Fed eral Av iation Ad ­ 
ministration controls flight pat­ 
terns noise abatement proce­ 
d u res and land ings. 
The city also argu ed that 
hold ing cities financially liable 
for the red u ced v alu e of airport 
area property ind irectly inter­ 
fered with interstate com­ 
merce. Regu lation of interstate 
commerce is left to the fed eral 
gov ernment u nd er the Constitu ­ 
tion. 


The California Cou rt of Ap­ 
peal d ismissed these argu ments 
in u phold ing the d amage v er­ 
d icts. Mu ch of the opinion re­ 
lied oo earlier California cases 
and a clau se in the state Consti­ 
tu tion req u iring gov ernment to 
compensate citizens for d am­ 
age to their property . 


Bu t the cou rt also pointed to 
a 1962 Su preme Cou rt d ecision 
which said that land ing flight 
paths are similar to highway s, 
and cities mu st obtain ease­ 
ments for right-of-way ov er 


property if air traffic is likely 
to interfere with enjoy ment of 
the land . 
The cou rt conclu d ed that Cal­ 
ifornia law req u ires cities to 
pay for red u ced market v alu e 
of real estate which resu lts 
from aircraft noise arou nd mu ­ 
nicipal airports. 
The citizens who brou ght the 
d amage su it told the cou rt in 
their brief opposing a hearing 


that they were not seeking mon­ 
ey for loss of sleep or phy sical 
inju ries resu lting from the 
noise lev els. They only wanted 
to make u p the red u ced real 
estate v alu es, which av eraged 
abou t $1,000. 
Other states hav e referred to 
the 1962 Su preme Cou rt opinion 
with v ary ing resu lts, often 
grou nd ed in state laws or 3tate 
cou rt d ecisions.

MUSIC REVIEW 
Horns Outstanding 
In Informal Concert 


A charming 
somewhat neglected but often 
excellent horn and piano music 
was performed by members of 
the San Francisco and Oakland 
symphonies last night at Do­ 
minican College. 


One of a series of Sunday 
evening performances present­ 
ed by the Music Associates, the 
informal concert in Angelico 
Hall included horn works by 
Teleman, 
Hindemith, 
Mozart 
and the contemporary Soviet 
composer Alexander Goedici. 
Chris Bogios, a member of 
the San Francisco Symphony's 
trumpet section, was intro­ 
duced to Goedici’s “ Concert 
Etude’’ during the symphony’s 
1973 tour of the Soviet Union 
Characteristic of music com­ 
posed under the rigid aesthetic 
restrictions of the Soviet gov­ 
ernment, it is a product of 19th 
Century romanticism and ig­ 
nores the whole development of 
Western orchestral music in 
this century 
Its interest lies in its faithful 
reflection of the rich tradition 
of Russian music. As such, 
Goedici’s work along with that 
of other Soviet “ modems," is 
finding its way into the reper­ 
toires of Western orchestras 
and performers. 
Last night’s best selection 
was the “ Trio for Horn, Trum­ 
pet and Trombone’’ by Francis 
F’oulenc. The allegro moderato 
opens much like the chamber 
music of Haydn or Mozart and 
gave the musicians the oppor­ 
tunity to build a solid ensemble 
sound. 
It is good song and dance 
music, intercut with wit and 
gaiety. However it also contains 
a slightly weird minor key 
theme that gives it a touch of 
surrealism

The feeling developed in the 
andante section, where the 
thoughtful mood was deflated 
by comic blasts from Will Sud- 
meier’s trombone. In the ron­ 
deau, the three performers re­ 
veled in the fun that Poulenc 
poked at traditional music. 


David Krehbiel performed 
the delightful “ Horn Concerto 
in D Major’’ by Leopold Mozart 
as well as W. A. Mozart’s “ Son­ 
ata No. 
13,” and songs by 
Schumann and Mendelssohn. 
The rarely played concerto 
by the elder Mozart was only 
recently discovered. It consists 
of three short movements and, 
as performed by Krehbiel, it 
reveled in the lyricism, bril­ 
liance, and syncopation charac­ 
teristic of Leopold Mozart. 
The original version was writ­ 
ten for strings and the natural 
(valveless) French horn which 
was in use at the time. It was 
transcribed for piano and des­ 
cant horn by Krehbiel who also 
performed the Wolfgang Mozart 
“ Sonata No. 13". It was tran­ 
scribed from its original score 
for violin by Sudmeier, a mem­ 
ber of the faculty at San Fran­ 
cisco State and the Oakland 
Symphony. He performed it on 
the natural horn with effective 
care 
Roslyn Frantz, who accom­ 
panied two of the horn works, 
also performed the Chopin 
“ Ballade in A flat Major for 
piano." This third of four bal­ 
lades by Chopin was inspired 
by the poem “ Undine" by the 
romantic Polish poet, Adam 
Mickiewicz. 
Miss Frantz, a graduate of 
Mills College, interpreted the 
stressed waltz rhythms and 
storms with an intensity appro­ 
priate to Chopin’s romanticism 
Her passionate playing served 
as an interesting contrast to the 
lightness and good humor of the 
pieces by the two Mozarts and 
Poulenc 
The program was opened by 
the Canon Sonata No. 1 by G. P. 
Telemann, also transcribed for 
trombone and French horn by 
Sudmeier. It was performed by 
Sudmeier and David Krehbiel 
who handled the difficult con­ 
trapuntal segments with skill 
and ease 
The entire evening was a 
warm musical experience at­ 
tended by about 35 persons. The 
enthusiastic applause testified 
to the audience’s pleasure and 
gratitude for a free evening of 
interesting mushc and excellent 
performances by some of the 
Bay Area's most accomplished 
concert musicians.

In BART 
Rail Collision 


OAKLAND (UPD - A high­ 
speed 10-car train operated by 
the Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District collided with a mainte­ 
nance truck on the system 
right-of-way last night, killing 
one man and injuring two oth­ 
ers. 
Michael Healy, a public infor­ 
mation officer for the system, 
blamed an incorrect radio mes­ 
sage for the accident which 
completely ruined one of the 
system’s new cars and caused 
damages of more than $100,000. 
The train, being tested before 
being dispatched to Pittsburg 
for the morning commuter 
rush, had been held at the 
Fruitvale station, pending re­ 
ceipt of a radio message from 
the system -owned truck that 
the track was clear. 
A system spokesman said the 
train was not cleared to move 
northward on the southbound 
tracks, as is the custom during 
night hours, until the mainte­ 
nance truck messaged that the 
tracks were clear. 
Robert K. Harrington, 27, of 
Oakland, the train’s operator, 
unexpectedly saw the huge 
truck looming ahead on the 
tracks near 14th Avenue as he 
headed for the Merritt Street 
Station. He hit the emergency 
brake and ran toward the back 
of the train. 
His running saved his life. 
Arthur L. Briggs, 40„ of Rich­ 
mond, the truck driver was 
struck and pronounced dead on 
arrival at Highland Emergency 
Hospital. 
Billy Moore, 24, of Pittsburg, 
who was on the truck, jumped 
and escaped with cuts and 
bruises. He was treated and 
released at the hospital. 
Jim Coppedge, 25, of Oak­ 
land, stayed with the truck, but 
apparently escaped serious in­ 
jury. He was held at the hospi­ 
tal for observation, however. 
The maintenance truck can 
operate both on tracks and on a 
roadway. 
The scene of accident was 
above ground, but near a spot 
where the tracks dip under­ 
ground. It was not at a cross­ 
ing. 
It was the third death in the 
short history of the new $1 
billion rapid transit system 
which links Alameda, Contra 
Costa and San Francisco coun­ 
ties. Previously a train had hit 
a maintenance man who was 
walking on tracks and there 
was a suicide by a person who 
jumped in front of a train. 
In addition, one train ran 
through a station and derailed. 
There was no fatality that time.

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Salgo Leads Symphony 
In Pleasing Performance

Sandor 
Salgo 
wielded his baton with delicacy 
and gentleness last night at the 
Marin Symphony’s second con­ 
cert of the season. The modera­ 
tion and care was there, but 
that chemistry that stirs some 
40 musicians into a unified, 
emotional force was not. 
It was a mild, thoroughly 
enjoyable evening, but not a 
blockbuster. 
The concert at the Marin 
Veterans Auditorium opened 
with Aaron Copland’s suite, 
“ Appalachian Spring.” It was 
brightly and cleanly delivered, 
with rhythmic fun, fluidity and 
a full flossom of 19th century, 
rural America. 
Its style and tone are pastor­ 
al. The material is folkloric, 
blythe and full of dance. There 
was a particular delight in the 
percussion accents and fine 
flute and clarinet accompani­ 
ment 
(Lucia Schultz, Lance 
Carnes, Jean Chandler, Tom 
Rose and Lawrence Posner). 
The mixing of the woodwinds 
leading into the country dance 
and the building of the transi­ 
tional bucolic motifs also were 
notably well done. 
Salgo finely molded mood to 
mood and gave both the pas de 
deux and the Shaker tune, “ The 
Gift to be Simple,” a wide and 
tender touch. It was a plain but 
pleasant way to start. 
Philip Fath of Mill Valley, 
principal clarinetist with the 
San Francisco Symphony Or­ 
chestra and the San Francisco 
Opera, then joined the orches­ 
tra in Mozart’s “ Clarinet Con­ 
certo.’’ the composer’s final 
manuscript. 
Fath danced his clarinet until 
it was a delight to the senses, 
pulling in sound, throwing it off 
lightly and gaily running up the 
scale. 
The piece opened rather flat­ 
ly, until the notation became 
increasingly multiple. There 
the strings seemed to enjoy 
themselves, scurrying about. 
The clarinet entrance was 
played most softly. Rarely is a 
clarinet so muted. It made the 
lower notes seem unusually re­ 
sonant. 
Fath gave quite a distinct 
turn from the usually brighter 
Mozart, giving instead an at­ 
mospheric touch to the work. 
This was a Mozart that lived in 
San Francisco, foggy and color- 
istic. 
Full of marvelous curves and 
light bounces, the Mozart took 
pleasure in the clarinet’s ability 
to rapidly descend the scale in 
open tones and its equal ability 
to be florid and flowing. 
The soloist then tried to give 
the adagio a beautifully light, 
airy quality, but the instru­ 
ment’s reed would not cooper­ 
ate at first. Then it did and it 
was truly tender. 
Playing at its best in the 
Rondo, the orchestra showed 
that this is Mozart at his most 
sage. There is no frivolity that 
does not rise from a serious 
base. The strings took hold and 


delivered a solid solemnity 
against which the clarinet could 
show its darker side as well. 
The concert closed with De­ 
bussy’s “ La Mer.” Frequently 
played, it is much less frequent­ 
ly understood. Most merely see 
it as a picturesque seascape, a 
morceaux de genre. To do so is 
to miss its evocative, perfumed 
foreshadowing of modern mu­ 
sic. 
It has become known as a 
masterpiece of the impression­ 
ist school, yet Debussy riled at 
the term. It would be better to 
focus in on the word “ complex­ 
ion,“ for in its enriched har­ 
monics, suggestive overtones

and augmented chordal struc­ 
ture is much subtle and disson­ 
ant coloration. 
Fluctuating 
between 
the 
pleasant and the strangely jar­ 
ring, between the ominous and 
the beautiful, it is music made 
predominate by blending tones 
and setting long harmonic se­ 
quences. 
Salgo moved closer to this 
than most, particularly in pro­ 
viding gentle clarinet and En­ 
glish horn ripples (the glint of 
Debussy’s strange shimmer), 
but a stronger rhythmic spine 
was needed. 
Debussy originally called the 
“ Dialogue of the Wind and the 
Sea” : “ The Wind makes the 
Sea Dance.” This indicates the 
kind of force — one arm of 
nature pushing against another 
— that Debussy hoped to 
achieve. 
Had the prevailing gentleness 
with which Salgo conducted the 
rest of the concert turned to 
more forthright expression 
here, this might have capped 
the evening splendidly. As it 
was, it made a nicely-nuanced 
close to a mild, but pleasing, 
concert.

So no ma State Co llege has received 
$74.140 thro ugh a legislature bill to aid 
instructio nally -related activities, and 
president Marjo rie Wagner has allo cated 
a large share o f the mo ney fo r interco lle­ 
giate athletics and the arts. 
Officials at the Ro hnert Park campus 
had expected abo ut $2,000 less as their 
share o f so me $2.6 millio n allo cated to 
the 19 state co lleges and university cam­ 
puses. 


The co llege resurrected its defunct 
interco llegiate athletics pro gram late last 
y ear after receiving wo rd that part o f the 
instructio nally -related

funds

o f the mo ney they need fo r spo rts — the 
campus share o f the instructio nal funds 
will be allo cated o nly o nce.) 
President W agner last mo nth an­ 
no unced that 23 o f the 54 campus activi­ 
ties apply ing fo r a share o f the funds 
wo uld be suppo rted thro ugh them. 
Activities funded, and their amo unts, 
include: 
The center fo r perfo rming arts, $16,394 
men’s interco llegiate athletics, $12,500 
wo men’s interco llegiate athletics, $10, 
000; a student activities reso urce pro duc­ 
tio n labo rato ry , $5,750; child care center 
supplies and transpo rtatio n, $1,250; ar­ 
bo retum, $3,190; alternative energy cen­ 
ter. $3.500; mo del United Natio ns, $2,300; 
wo men’s histo ry media pro ject, $1,8 00, 
and wo men’s film series, $1,741.

So no ma Co unty histo ric preservatio n 
pro ject, $1,600; a public interest research 
pro ject, $1,110; Mexican American thea­

Acco rding to a no tice filed with the San 
Francisco Regio nal Water Quality Co n­ 
tro l Bo ard, the Co ast Guard plans to 
build a plant at its Po int Rey es Statio n 
pro perty . 
“The facility will pro cess and reclaim 
15,000 gallo ns o f do mestic sewage per day 
to serve the 175 Co ast Guard perso nnel 
o ccupying the site,” acco rding to the 
no tice. 
The metho ds o f treatment being co nsid­ 
ered are po nding fo llo wed by filtratio n 
and disinfectio n o f the effluent and ter­ 
tiary treatm ent pro vided by a self-co n­ 
tained treatm ent plant.

TUCSON, Ariz. (UPD - The 


way' Johnny Miller is destroy­ 
ing golf courses, you’d have to 
doubt even Jack Nicklaus can 
beat him this week when the 
Professional Golfers Associa­ 
tion Tour moves to Pebble 
Beach and the Bing Crosby 
National Pro-Am.

took the Phoenix with a 24 
under par score of 260, lowest 
on the Tour in 20 years, and 
followed by winning the Tucson 
with a 25 under par score of 
263. In the two tournaments, he 
had three eagles and 51 birdies, 
and he finished the Tucson yes­ 
terday with a record 61. 
“ The way I’m playing now,” 


Miller said in victory yester­ 
day, “ I don’t think there is 
anyone who can beat me.” 
Miller, presumably, includes 


Nicklaus in that group. In years 
past, Miller always has said 


that Nicklaus, winner of a 
record 14 major titles, was the 
best. Now, he isn’t that sure. 
“ Jack is tough, he always is 


for me," Miller said, “ but I’m 
looking forward to playing 
against him in the Crosby. It’s 
another challenge and I feel up 
to it.” 
Miller said winning two tour­ 
naments in a row in Arizona 
doesn’t take away anything 
from his desire to meet Nick­ 
laus and play the three seaside 
courses on the Monterey Penin­ 
sula this week. 
“ I wouldn’t miss playing in 


the Crosby for anything,” Mill­ 
er said. 
Miller called his final round

It had to be one of the best

Colts Have First Crack Át Cal QB Bartkowski 


MIAMI (AP) - Steve Bart­ 
kowski, a big, strong-throwing 
quarterback out of the Univer­ 
sity of California, looms as the 
hottest commodity in the ap­ 
proaching National Football 
League draft, and the Balti­ 
more Colts have first grabs. 
“ We don’t feel we need a 
quarterback, but believe we 
could use Bartkowski for good 
trading purposes,” said Joe 
Thomas, Baltimore’s general 
manager, 
after winning 
the 
coin flip for the No. 1 pick over 
Tex Schramm of the Dallas 


Cowboys. 
The New York Giants, with a 
2-12 season record to match 
that of the Colts for worst in the 
NFL, would have been in the 
coin flip, but traded their No. 1 
pick to Dallas for quarterback 
Craig Morton. 
“ I am in contact with four 
clubs which are interested in 
landing a quarterback like 
Bartkowski," Thomas said. 
“ We are trying to rebuild, to 
get the Colts back into the 
playoff status they once en­ 
joy t*d. We feel we should be 


able to land two front-line expe­ 
rienced players, at least, for 
this fine quarterback." 


Thomas said the situation 
was similar to that which exist­ 
ed a few years ago, when he 
was with the Miami Dolphins 
and had a chance to pick Mike 
Phipps, the Purdue quarter­ 
back, but actually wanted a top 
wide receiver. So he traded the 
choice to Cleveland, and re­ 
ceived Paul Warfield in return. 


“ I hope to have a deal made 
before the draft.” the Balti­ 


more executive said. The draft 
is scheduled Jan. 28-29 in New 
York. 


Thomas declined to identify 
the four clubs with w'hom he is 
talking, but they are believed to 
be the Kansas City Chiefs, 
Washington Redskins. Los An­ 
geles Rams and New York Jets. 


The Chiefs have an aging 
quarterback in Len Dawson and 
owner Lamar Hunt has indicat­ 
ed he is anxious to instill new 
blood in the Chiefs, to rebuild 
them into a Super Bowl con­ 


tender. Earlier, Hunt fired vet­ 
eran Coach Hank Stram, and he 
is still seeking a successor. 


Washington is plugging along 
with a pair of old-timers. Sonny 
Jurgensen and Billy Kilmer, 
and the Rams, having traded 
John Hadl to Green Bay, are 
reportedly not completely satis­ 
fied with James Harris and 
young Ron Jaworski. 


The Jets’ situation is well 
known. Broadway Joe Namath 
hasn't made up his mind wheth­ 
er to continue in the game, and 


he has advised Phil Iselin, the 
club’s president, that he should 
sign a young quarterback even 
if he, Namath, decides to play a 
couple more years. 


Baltimore appears to be sat­ 
isfied with its present signal 
callers, Bert Jones and Marty 
Domres. The Colts are in the 
market for a lineman of the 
caliber of Maryland’s Randy 
White, or a linebacker like Rod 
Shoate of national champion 
Oklahoma or little-known Rob­ 
ert Brazile, a little All-Ameri­ 


can from Jackson State. 


“ If we are unable to make a 
deal for Bartkowski before the 
draft,” Thomas said, “ I think 
we would go for White." 


White is a 6-foot-4, 255-poun­ 
der who received both the Out- 
land and Lombardi trophies as 
the nation’s top college line­ 
man.

them. 


BAD RISK 
It’s a bad risk to double a 
high contract just on general 
principles. If the double suc­ 
ceeds, you usually score 200 
points instead of the normal 
penalty of 100 points. All you 
gain is 100 points. If the double 
goes sour, you usually lose 
more than twice as much. In 
this case, East lost six times as 
much as he stood to gain. 
It may be sensible to take the 
short end of the odds when 
you’re sure of what you’re 
doing, but not when you’re 
backed only by a vague hope. 
Doubling a high contract may 
win or lose a large number of 
points, but it is never “ free."

SUCCESSFUL INVESTING 
Social Security 
Not So Secure 


By DAVID R. SARGENT 


Q. A friend recently told me 
that the Social Security pro­ 
gram is in trouble. Is this 
true? J.A. 


A. The Social Security Trust 
Fund had sufficient reserves in 
1947 to pay annual benefits for 
17*4 years; today’s reserves 
would finance only 
nine 
months’ benefits. The reason 
for this decline is that total 
benefit outlays have been boost­ 
ed much faster than the tax 
revenues used to finance them. 
Not only has Congress been 
reluctant to raise taxes suffi­ 
ciently to cover each additional 
increase in benefits, but the 
workers-to-beneficiaries 
ratio 
has shrunk. 


The 1 per cent levied original­ 
ly on both worker and employer 
has jumped to 5.85 per cent, 
and the wage has risen from 
the $3,000 of 1937 to $14,100 in 
1975. Retirement benefits have 
risen from the original maxi-

mum of $41.20 monthly to 
$304.90 a month now. In addi­ 
tion, benefits are now being 
paid on the massive medical 
insurance program known as 
Medicare and to a rising num­ 
ber of totally or partially disa­ 
bled workers. In 1947, fewer 
than two million persons were 
collecting benefits — one in 
every 71 Americans. Now, 
about 30 million or one in every 
seven is receiving monthly 
checks. Thus, the worker to 
beneficiary ratio has declined 
from 150-to-l in 1940 to about 3- 
to-1 today. 


With figures like these, it's no 
wonder that concern is begin­ 
ning to mount over the future 
fiscal soundness of the system. 
The Social Security Administra­ 
tion has made some projections 
based on the 1972 law that ties 
benefit and wage base increas­ 
es to the rise in the consumer 
price index. These projections 
assume a moderate rate of 
inflation and wages rising fast­ 
er than prices. By the year 
2000, employees would contrib­ 
ute a maximum of $3,386.25, or 
over four times more than to­ 
day’s maximum. The benefits 
would rise a similar percentage 
to $1,376.50 monthly. 


An advisory council, appoint­ 
ed to study the problems of the 
program, has tentatively sug­ 
gested that the wage base max­ 
imum be lifted to $24,000. How­ 
ever. there is virtually no 
chance that the difficulties now 
emerging will be allowed to go 
uncorrected to the point of de­ 
stroying the Social Security 
program.

The new 1974 form 1040 is little changed. It 
remains a summary of attached tax sched­ 
ules. 
You list on page 1 or page 2 of form 1040 the 
separate forms you are attaching and the 
amount of income or deductions show, and 
put the summary total on your tax return. 
Does this sound too complicated? Actually, 
its probably the only way in which the law 
can be reduced to a tax form. 
Schedule B is back again! 
If you had more than .$400 of 
interest income or $400 of divi­ 
dend income you are required 
to list the payor’s name and the 
amount on this Schedule B.

This seems like an inconceiv­

Form 1040 together with the 
many schedules and attach­ 
ments that must be included 
niav weigh more than one 
ounce and will need more than 
one 10-cent stamp. Otherwise it 
could be returned to you for 
insufficient postage. 
In order to avoid penalties for 
late filing you should be sure 
that the tax return carries suffi­ 
cient postage. 
This situation exists with the 
State of California return also 
and here again you should be 
sure that the envelope carries 
sufficient postage.
